Straight from that hopeful scene 
at the elevator we went to the Cafe 
Jean and thence down to the shore 
of the Volga, down a rough broken 
street, past booths where you could 
| buy white bread, and not a hundred 
yards away found an old woman 
cooking filth in a broken saucepan. 

Within sight of the market was a 
mass of refugees, men, women and 
children, with such belongings as 
they retained in their flight frora 
starvation, still starving, listlessly 
waiting for the wagons to move the:n 
away to more fortunate districts. 
Some of them were sheltered frcom: 
the rain that is coming now, too 
late, by the roofs of open-sided 
sheds. Others were sitting hopeless- 
ly in the open, not attempting to 
move, not even begging. 

I shall never forget the wizened, 
dead face, pale green of a silently 
weeping little girl, whose feet wore 
\simply bones over which was 
‘stretched dry skin that looked like 
blue-black leather. And she was 
lone of hundreds. A fortnight ago 
'there were 20,000 waiting beside the 

quays at Samara. Every day about 
1400 are taken off in wagons. 

| We went 30 miles or so down 
‘the river on a steamer, but saw 
‘nothing that we were not to sce 
again on the long trip up the river 
from Samara to Kazan. 
| I did not at first, as perhaps I 
should have done, address myself to 
the official committee for fighting 
the famine, to whom I had a letter 
of introduction, or to the health 
committee, for whom I had a paper 
from the Commissariat of Health, 
because, with only the shortest time 
at my disposal I was anxious to see 
| things rather than to collect statis- 
tics bound to be inaccurate which, 
after all, I could just as well obtain 
| in Moscow. 

I had learned in Moscow what to 
look for and went to look for it, only 
visiting the committee just before 
' our departure. In the morning of 
| the second day we called at one of 
| the 60 “children’s houses” in Samara, 
so that Ercole could photograph the 
famine orphans, the children pur- 
| posely abandoned in the streets, in 
| the state in which they are received. 
It was a warmish day, and from the 
'gtreet we could see a crowd of chil- 
dren in the garden. 
Waiting to Be Examined. 
They were waiting their turn to 

'be medically examined. The house 
was a good enough house, but there 
was nothing in it, no beds, none of 
| the things that we in England think 
necessary to make life even toler- 
able. Yet to get children into this 
| house parents were literally drop- 
| ping their children in the street and 
making off, in the hope that the 
children would thus get the help that 
would be denied to them if they still 
had elders presumably capable of 
looking after them. 

The garden, a plain courtyard with 
a few trees, was full of children lying

in the sun under the wall, sitting in 
silent, unchildliike groups, ragged, 
half naked, some with nothing on 
whatever but a shirt. All were 
scratching themselves. Among these 
children a man and a woman were 
walking about, talking quietly to 
them, and carrying sick children into 
the house, bringing others out. 

We tried to get a photograph of 
them before they knew that we 
were there, but we were not quick 
enough. Ercole had hardly bégun 
to turn the handles of his machine 
before some of the children saw us, 
/and some with fright, some with 
in terest, all scrambled to their feet, 
‘although many of them fell again, 
-and, too weak to get up, stayed sit- 
ting on the ground where they fell. 
Starving though they were they were 
‘children enough to be interested in 
having their pictures taken, and the 
pitiable little multitude thronged 
about the camera. 

Ercole photographed them just as 
‘they were. Then he picked up four 
| ttle boys and photographed these 
alone. Wishing to reward them he 
gave them some chocolate before 
the woman looking after them had 
i time to stop him. 

“You must not do it,” she said. 
“They are too hungry.” 

Children Fight for Chocolate. 

But it was already too late. All 
of them who had strength to move 
were on the top of each other, fight- 
ing for the scraps of chocolate like 
little animals, with small, weak, anit- 
mal cries. 

That is only one of dozens of such 
scenes that we witnessed during 
these two days in Samara. Samara 
is one place of hundreds. Every- 
where people are trying to save the 
children. Nowhere have they the 
means that we in other countries 
have to give them what they should 
be given. And, to the shame of hu- 
~awenatck ee are some in Western 

rope who have ur

One-Time Prisoner of War.

UNCONSCIOUS THINKING. 


“Do we ever think without knowing that we 
are thinking? The question may be disguised 
so as to look a little less paradoxical Are 
there any mental processes of which we are 
unconscious at the time, but which we recog- 
nize as having taken place by finding certain 
results in our minds? 

That there are such unconscious mental] ac- 
tions is laid down in the strongest terms by 
Leibnitz, whose doctrine 
of Descartes fnto sum ergo cogito. The 
existence of unconscious thought is maintained 
by him in terms we might fairly call audacious, 
and illustrated by some of the most striking 
facts bearing upon it. The “insensible percep- 
tions,” he says, are as important in pneuma- 
tology as corpuscles are in physics. It does not 
follow, he says again, that, because we do not 
perceive thought, it does not exist. Something 
goes on ia the mind which answers to the cir- 
culation of the blood and all the internal move- 
ments of the viscera. In one word, it is a great 
source of error to believe that there is no per- 
ception in the mind but those of which it is 
conscious. 

This is surely a sufficiently explicit and per- 
emptory statement of the doctrine, which, un- 
der the names vf “latent consciousness,” “ob- 
scure perceptions,” “‘the hidden soul,” “uncon- 
scious cerebration,” “reflex action of the 
brain,” has been of late years emerging into 
general recognition in treatises of psychology 
and physiology.”

There is nothing in the case of 
Korea to prove it.

There is, of course, a wide protest 
in Japan against the exclusion of 
Japanese emigrants from one nation 
or another—and an insistence that 
emigration is the one way out. But 
it is quite probable that many of the 
wisest and most influential people in 
Japan today believe that emigration 
has not proved itself a real solution 
for Japan's overpopulation problems 
—and that perhaps it never will. 

No Big Exodus to Asia. 

Ten years ago Marquis Komura 
was proclaiming in the Diet that em- 
igration to Eastern Asia was the one 
saivation. But in those 10 years 
Japan has owned outright a section 
of Eastern Asia without witnessing a 
great exodus of emigrants there. 
And in those 10 years, too, more 
leaders of Japan have had an oppor- 
tunity to study the e-perience of Eu- 
rope with emigration as‘a panacea. 

Scandinavia, England and Ger- 
many all tried emigration as a cure 
for overpopulation, and all aban- 
doned it as such. Emigration, in 
some respects, is like the old proc- 
ess of “bleeding,”’ which doctors 
used to advocate as a cure for any- 
thing from earache to lumbago. 
People ready to emigrate are often 
people with more industry and in- 
itiative than the average. 

That is the case with many Japa- 
nese. We like to think it was the 
case With those people who came 
over in the Mayflower. So the proc- 
ess of emigration often draws some 
of the reddest corpuscles from the 
body of the state. That not only 
weakens the state as a whole, but 
the loss of younger and more indus- 
trious people, even though it makes 
more room, makes the task in some 
ways harder for those who stay be- 


hind. , 
An Alternative for Japan. 
Europe's success with emigration 
is doubtful, to say the least. Anda 
study of this fact plus Japan's ex- 
perience with emigration in Korea 


has had an effect upon the opinion | 


of many Japanese. The necessity of 
emigration still remains a great 
talking point in international poli- 
tics—and it will long remain so. But 
TI am inclined to think that more and 
more influential Japanese are look- 
ing elsewhere for the solution of 
overpopulation problems. 

They look, for instance, to the 
case of England. For England, ar 
well as,Japan, has known what 
overpopulation means. Japan's fig- 
ure of 375 people to the square mile 
is imposing enough—compared with 
California's 22. But how does it 
look compared with England's 10127 

England solved her overpopulation 

by ceasing to raise her own 
food and by developing her industries 
to such a point that her export 
could be sent abroad in exchange for

DELPHI, India, Sept. 156.—Wil- 


liam E. (Pussyfoot) Johnson, the 
American anti-saloon crusader who 
lost.an eye in trying to dry up the 
British Isles, is getting another kind 
of reception in India. Moslems and 
Hindus, thousands of them in the 
last two weeks, have rendered John- 
son honors rarely shown to any per- 
son short of royalty. Indian Jjour- 


halists describe the American's en- 
try into this ancient capital some- 
what as Thomas Moore in “Lalla 
Rookh" pictures the brilliant and 
triumphant arrival of the Sultan of 
Bucharia to claim the heart and 
hand of Aurungzebe. 

Johnson has been Iavishly enter- 
tained by the Thakor Sahib of Lim- 
bri and other ruling princes and has 
been the recipient of numerous gifts. 
These include a case of jewels and a 
gold watch, containing one prince's 
photograph and his engraved coat of 
arms inlaid in regal purple enamel. 
At Jaipur, a delegation of leading 
citizens met the train at 2 o’clock Vin 
the morning and begged Johnson's 
secretary to permit them to enter 
his car and gaze at the sleeping foe 
of Robin Hops and John Barleycorn. 
The request was granted and John- 
son did not know of the affair until 
breakfast. 

Speaks in Pajamas. 

The night before, at 11:30 o'clock, 
» ohnson’s train pulled into Ajmer. 
About 500 natives were at the sta- 
tion and yelled for a speech. The 
crusader was awakened and as the 
stop was only for a few minutes, he 
didn’t have time to dress. Where- 
uvon the American appeared on the 
platform in slippers and pajamas 
and gave the crowd a vehement if 
brief boadside against the drink evil.

Finally, has she markets? Inex-

The solution England found—not 
that solution in vogue in the Slav 
countries of Southeastern Europe— 
more and more commends itself to 
the Japanese today. 

Summary of Conclusion. 

From these questions of Japan’: 
overpopulation and her problems i: 
emigration I turn now to a sum- 
mary of the observations which ear 
lier articles in this series have con- 
tained. And in so doing I shoul 
like simply to express my apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy and considera- 
tion I have always had at the hand: 
of “official Japan.”’ That section of 
Japan invariably wants the agree- 
ment of its guests. But—in my case 
at least—it was willing to put me 
in touch with some of its own most 
hostile critics. 

Turning, then, to a summary of 
the earlier articles in this series: 

It-is easy enough to come away 
from Japan with a picture all white 
or all black. Japan can either be 
the land of cherry blossoms, withou 
a selfish or inartistic thought—or it 
can: be a land of miiltarists, all set 
to pounce upon an unsuspecting 
world. 

A true picture is nothing so sim- 
ple as that. Rather it presentr 
something as complicated, as human 
and as self-contradictory as the pic 
ture of any nation in the West. 


Food Is Uppermost Idea. 

My own ideas of the outlines of 
that picture, as sketched in earlier 
articles, are these: 

1. The Japanese are a frugal, in- 
dustrious people—at present living 
under pressure of an oppressive eco- 
nomic situation. Any halfway decent 
standard of living in Japan today de- 
mands an income of at least 2000 
yen a year ($1000). Not one. Japa- 
nese in five is earning that. 

Accordingly, whatever notions a 
Westerner may have about the idea 
that is uppermost in the Japanese 
mind—whether we conceive that 
idea to be “patriotism” or “mifita- 
rism” or “peace” or “the Emperor” 
the fact of the matter is that in the 


cast of four Japanese out of five 
the uppermost idea is necessarily to- 
morrow’s food. 

® Whether these people in Japan 
hate us in America is a matter in 
which there is little to go on, save 
personal experience and observation 
—and such experiences and obrerva- 
tions can vary endlessly. It is my 
own experience, from contact with 
Japanege in the stre@t and from a 
survey of the press, that there is 
a great deal of fear, distrust and un- 
friendliness directed toward the 


United States. 
Chintoism Militarists’ Tool. 

But no great personal “hate,” in 
the sense in which Germans and 
Frenchmen may be said to have hated 
each other—aet any rate, from 1914 
to 1918. 

I have attempted, in fact, to draw 
a line between “hatred” and “resent- 


based chiefly upon land-legislation in 
California, anti-Japanese riots in 
America, the attitude of the Ameri- 
can Government toward the question 
of “racial equality’ at the Peace Con- 
ference in Paris. 

The whole point of such a distinc- 
tion between “hatred” and “resent- 
ment’? was not any desire to comply 
with the niceties of metaphysics, but 
the very practical fact that while 
hatred is capricious and unreasoning, 
resentment can often be brushed 
away by removing or intelligently 
explaining those gauses upon which 
it fests. ' 

3. Whether the Japanese are being 
“Prussianized’’ is another matter in 
which an important part is played by 
the way each individual observer 
analyzes certain events and charac- 
teristics. My own observations were: 

That the medium by which the 
militarists of Japan have sought to 
“Prussianize” the rank and file was 
a certain religion known as “Shinto- 
ism.”’ 


Labor Sways Policy but Little. 


That this religion was an ancient 
and indigenous faith, by which these 
militarists have sought to identify 
patriotism, Mikado-worship and the 
church. That in the last 60 years 
“Shintoism” has grown mightily. 
That it has undoubtedly fostered the 
practice of Emperor-worship. But 
it has yet to get the better of its rival 
religion (Buddhism) as a popular 
faith. And that its power is vastly 
overestimated, its appeal largely mis- 
understood by those who spire | upon 
it as an orgunized force of reaction- 
ary militarism, capable of starting an 
army marching round the world. 

4. As for the position of “labor” in 
Japan: It seems evident that, déspite 
the existence of laws to the contrary, 
trade unionism is taking hold. It is 
still weak. But it is a natural move- 
ment, and even hard times have not 
succeeded in extinguishing its young 
flame. 

Its immediate future rests largely 
with the Government and employers. 
Its tendencies at present seem to- 
ward the placing of more faith in 
“direct action” than in the ballot, 
and toward organization along “‘in- 


dustrial” lines rather than along the: 


separate ‘‘craft” lines popular in 
America—i. e., the organization of 
laborers in each industry as a whole. 

Finally, so far as its international 
significance ig concerned, its mem- 
bers are little interested in politics 
abroad: the movement itself has all 
it can do to mind _ its own affairs and 


keep itself alive, and today it affects, 


neither for good nor ill the foreign 
policy of its Government. 
The Government. . 

5. Coming now to the question of 
the Government itself: The people 
of Japan are largely without suf- 
frage. There is one vote for every 
30 people in the country. With it, 
the Japanese elect a lower House of 
Parliament. But neither the Lower 
House nor the House of Peers has 
real power in directing the national 
policy. 

It is the Emperor, theoreticalty, 
who wields nine-tenths of the legis- 
lative and administrative power. Ac- 
tually a group of powerful advisers 
called the “Elder Statesmen” has 
guided Japan's policy in most of the 
important issues. These statemen 


}ment”—the latter, in Japan,. being are much in sympathy with the mil- 


itary and naval General Staff. 

The first real issue of “democra- 
cy”’ inside Japan is the revocation of 
those privileges and powers which 
the Elder Statesmen and the military 
people have grown accustomed to 
enjoy. 

. Foreign Policy. 

6. So far as foreign policy is con- 
cerned: First, it is the intention of 
Japan to hold fast in Korea. Control 
of that peninsula is deemed essen- 
tial to the safety of the empire. 

Government by Japan has im- 
proved the material position of 
Korea greatly. But an unsympathetic 
administration, in which contro] of 
| police power by the military played 
|an important part, culminated in a 
| Korean revolution two years ago. 

Subsequently a new administration 
has replaced the old one. Whether 
it can rule with sufficient under- 
standing to win over the irreconcil- 
able Koreans is a question for the 
future. For the present, with cir- 
cumstances what they are, it will 
not be all at once that ‘““Korean dis- 
content” will disappear. 

7. As for China: The reactionary 
group which framed the “Twenty- 
one Demands” has sought the con- 
quest of that country by means of 
policies which have defied the prin- 
ciples of the open door, equality of 
opportunity and the administrative 
integrity of China. 

Change in Policy Shown. 

As evidence of a recent change in 
Japanese policy, several facts are 
cited—such as Japan’s acceptance 
of the consortium, the increasing lib- 
erality of her administration in Shan- 
tung, the extent of the latest propos- 
al she has made to China regarding 
restoration of that province. 

Such points neither prove nor fall 
to prove that Japan’s policy has ac- 
tually been changed. Q@Vhat they do 
demonstrate is that it is capable of 
changing. 


of the conference which meets next 
month in Washington: Even for the 
imperialists of Japan a “supreme” 
military machine is not the essential 
factor. Any program of disarma- 
ment which leaves Japan no weaker 
in comparison with the other disarm- 
ing Powers will lighten the burden 
of taxation and free for other pur- 
poses the capital and é¢nergies of the 
empire. 

To encourage disarmament—to 
show the American public that offi- 
cial Japan has no desire for a con- 
flict—to stand pat upon the present 
political status in the Far East.

9. War? I cannot improve upon 
the comment of another observer, re- 
cently returned from Eastern Asia: 

“Possible 7" Yes. “Probable?” 
That depends. “Inevitable?” . No. 

The darkest cloud in the sky is the 
possibility that the spirit of the 
“Twenty-one Demands” will live, 
that it will embody the policy. of 
Japan toward China. 

Its silver lining is this fact: That 
there is an increasing number of peo- 
ple in both countries weary of catch- 
words without meaning—peopile who 
want to get at facts, people who will 
demand fair play, by both of us and

REPEAL OF EXCESS 
PROFITS TAX MADE 
SURE BY SENATE 


vision Bill Provides for Its 
Collection During This 
Calendar Year. 


CORPORATION INCOME 
RATE NOW QUESTION 


Minority Pushing Proposals 
for Greater Return Than 
the 15 Cent Figure— 
Agreement on Work. :

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Senate 


Democrats renewed today the fight 
for a greater tax on corporations 
after this calendar year than is pro- 
posed by the compromise revenue re- 
vision program agreed upon by Re- 
publican leaders. 

Having been defeated in their ef- 
forts to keep at least a portion of 


the excess profits tax after next Dec. 
31, the minority apparently were 
more determined than ever, in push- 
ing proposals for a corporation in- 
come tax provision, which would 
bring a greater return to the Gov- 
ernment than would be realized from 
the 15 per cent rate proposed in ‘the 
bill. Majority leaders, believed, 
however, that they had _ sufficient 
votes to put through the 15 per cent 
provision. 

Repeal of the ex€ess profit tax as 
of next Jan. 1 was made certain yes- 
terday with the adoption by the Sen- 
ate without a record vote of a pro- 
vision in the tax revision bill provid- 
ing only for its collection this calen- 
dar year. The provisions adopted is 
a substitute for the excess profits 
section of the existing law. 

To Dispose of Amendments. 

The Senate works today under a 
unanimous consent agreement that 
before recess !t would dispose of all 
amendments to the corporation in- 
come tax section except that by 
Senator Walsh, Democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, proposing a graduated tax 
of 12% to 25 per cent dependent 
upon the size of the net profits of 
the corporation. The maximum rate 
would apply on all of that part of 
net income in excess of $500,000. 

General debate on this section of 
the bill was to end at 4 p. m. Amend- 
ments then would be in order, with 
the sponsors given five minutes each 
to explain their proposed changes. 

Republican leaders hoped to reach 
soon another unanimous consent 
agreement with thé Democrats with 
a view to speeding up action on the 
bill: With tke disposition of the 
corporation tax question, the only 
important controversial features re- 
maining will be the inheritance tax, 
proposed tax on undistributed prof- 
its of corporations, and the Smoot 
manufacturers’ sales tax. 

In view of this, those in charge of 
the tax bill felt confident that the 
‘measure could be brought to a vote 
by the end of this week” Some Dem- 
ocrats also thought this was possi- 
ble, but admittedly there were ele- 


operate to bring about a change. 

Spokesmen on the majority side 
insisted, however, that if necessary, 
they were prepared to put through 
their program to force a continuous 
session of the Senate until a final 
,ote was reached.

Distilled spirits, 
under the same amendment, would 
bear a tax of $6.40 a gallon. 

The Senate voted down, 42 ‘to 31, 
yesterday, an amendment by Sena- 
tor Reed, proposing that for 1921 
and thereafter the excess profits tax 
be 20 per cent on the net income of 
corporations between 15 per cent 
and 50 per cent of the invested cap- 
ital and 40 per cent on the net in- 
come in excess of 50 per cent. Six 
Republicans joined with the solid 
Democratic minority in supporting 
the amendment. They were Borah, 
Johnson, Kenyon, La Follette, Nor- 
beck and Norris. 

The Senate also voted down, 42 to 
33, another amendment by Senator 
Reed proposing that excess profits 
tax be 20 per cent of the net income 
in excess of 50 per cent of the invest- 
ed capital. Eight Republicans, Bo- 
rah, Capper. Johnson, Kenyon, La 
Follette, McNary, Norbeck and Nor- 
ris supported this amendment, and 
one Democrat, Glass, opposed.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—Chauncey 
M. Depew, former United States Sen- 
ator, in the opening installment of 
“Leaves From My Autobiography,” 
in the forthcoming November issue 
of Scribner’s Magazine, a retrospec- 
tion of his childhood, youth and 
public service covering a period of 
80 years, tells some new anecdotes 
of Lincoln, Grant, Andrew Johnson, 


Seward, Chase, Commodore Vander- 
bilt and other notable men of Civil 
War days. 

“I hada long and memorable in- 
terview with President Lincoln,” De- 
pew writes of a visit he paid to 
Washington in 1863. when he was 
Secretary of State for New York. 
“As I stepped from the crowd, in his 
reception room, he said to me: 
‘What do you want?’ I answered, 
‘Nothing, Mr. President; I only came 
to pay my respects and bid you 
good-by, as I am leaving Washing- 
ton.’ ‘It is such a luxury,’ he then 
remarked, ‘to find a man who does 
not want anything. I wish you would 
wait until I get rid of this crowd.’ 

Stories by Lincoln. 

“When we were alone he threw 
himself wearily on a lounge and was 
evidently greatly exhausted. Then he 
indulged, rocking backward and for- 
ward, in a reminiscent review of dif- 
ferent crises in his administration 
and how he had met them. In near- 
ly every instance he had carried his 
point, and either captured or beaten 
his adversaries by a story 80 apt, so 
on all-fours, and with such complete 
answers, that the controversy was 
over. I remember 11 of these sto- 
ries, each of which was a victbry.” 

Lincoln was always on the lookout 
for a good yarn, although he told 
Depew he never “invented” one. One 
night there was a reception in the 
executive mansion. Rufus C. An- 
drews, Surveyor of the Port of New 
York and a confidential adviser of 
the President on New York affairs, 
attended the reception with Depew. 
As the procession of handshakers 
moved_ past, Lincoln stopped An- 
drews and, leaning over, spoke very 
confidentially to him, delaying the 
ceremonies for some time. Momen- 
tous issues were impending. Lfm- 
coln was in the midst of the cam- 
paign for renomination; his Cabinet 
was inharmonious; the war was on 
and decisive battles were about to be 
fought. Newspaper men and politf- 
cians buttonholed Andrews on his 
return to his hotel.

FLAG OF MONARCHY 
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POPULAR WITH GERMANS 


Seen More Frequently Than Col- 
ors of New Republic—Ship 
Owner Would Retain It. 


By the Associated Press 

BERLIN, Oct. 27-—The black, red 
and gold flag of the German republic 
is less in evidence than any other of 
the dozen or more official emblems 
which wave from houses of every 
town and city of the country. The 
most popular banner is the black, 
white and red of the former empire. 

In some provinces and in a number 
of towns the republican flag has 
never been flown, is not recognized 
and cannot be purchased. 

Even in Berlin, seat of the Govern- 
ment, the flying standards of the em- 
pire outnumber those of the republfo, 
which appear generally to be restrict- 
ed to necessary official use or to pop- 
ular demonstrations in favor of the 
new regime. 

The red flag of the Communists 
usually flies side by side with tHe re- 
publican colors during any popular 
parades or manifestations. 

In some quarters this situation has 
caused agitation against monarchial 
propagandists and here and there 
has resulted in fights between the po- 
lice and adherents of the monarchy 
or between monarchists and repub- 
licans, but on the whole it has passed 
unnoticed. 

The only definite effort to prevent 
the use of the flag of the republite 
has come from the mercantile inter- 
ests, which are strenuously seeking 
authority to retain their old colors— 
the flag of the empire with the out- 
line of an fron cross in the upper 
right hand corner. It is argued this 
flag was known in nearly every port 
of the world before the war and t ad 
its abandonment would handicap 
German shipping, which is seeking 
with all available means to regain its 
pre-war prestige. 

The Government has indicated that 
a referendum may soon be held to 
permit the people generally to decide 
whether the demand of the mercan- 
tile interests should be granted. 

Each German state holds proudly 
to its old colors—the black-white of 
Prussia, the blue-white of Bavaria, 
the green-white of Saxony, and 
among the German residents, the yel- 
low-white of Upper Silesia. East 
Prussia flies the flag of the empire, 
and declares it will have no other. 

Supporters of the republic profess 
confidence that the great majority of 
the people would willingly support 
the republic in an emergency, not- 
withstanding the widespread attach- 
ment to other flags. ‘

Schachner Official Declares 
Firm Spent More on Mother 
Goose Project Than Stock 
Sales Brought. 


Cc F. Carew, formerly secretary- 
treasurer of the W. L. Schachner Co., 
stock and bond brokers, which was 
sued yesterday in Circuit Court by 
the Missouri Sweets, Ino, which op- 
erates the Mother Goose shop at 
Seventh and Olive streets for $109,- 
163.88, alleged to be due on stock 
sales, said to a Post-Dispatch report- 


er that Schachner & Co. had expen4- 
ed $24,000 more in behalf of the 
Mother Goose project than was col- 


lected from stock sales. He added 
that he and Schachner had paid the 
$24,000. 

Carew sald that he had retired 
from Schachner & Co. and now was 
resident manager far P. M. Schneck- 
ner & Co., a New York firm of bond 
brokers. His office is in the Central 
National Bank Bulildng. 

“The entire Schachner Co. organ!- 
zation was devoted to the affairs of 
Mother Goose from the inception of 
that project,” Carew said. “The 
brokerage business done by the con- 
cern did not amount to $40 a month 
during the time we were organizing 


expenditures on the Mother Goose 
candy plant and store, on commis- 
sions, varying from 10 to 15 per 
cent to salesmen who sold Mother 
Goose stock, on printing, newspaper 
advertising, postage and salaries to 
office help is calculated, it will be 
found to he $24,000 in excess of 
what we took in in stock sales. The 
fact in the matter is that Schachner 
and myself _put all we could muster 
together into Mother Goose in the 
belief that it would be a money- 
maker. Misfortune in getting proper 
managers to operate the store is the 
cause of all its troubles.

O'Dowd, Columbus, O., last night was 
awarded the judges’ decision after a 
Slashing 12-round bout with Joe 
Lynch, former bantamweight cham- 
pion.
